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PREFACE TO THE REVISED EDITION 


This is a revised issue of the Naiskarmya-siddhi with 
the commentary Candrika first edited by Col. G. A. 
Jacob. The original edition was so correct that not 
much trouble was involved in, passing the text or the 
commentary for the press. A few-' Errors in printing 
have been corrected and, in the light of the new 
Manuscripts consulted, a few readings have been 
inserted afresh—some in the body of the work, in 
preference to those that had been adopted by the 
previous editor,* and some in the footnotes. The 
chief additions are in the form of the Introduction and 
explanatory Notes. The Introduction is wholly new 
as also the great bulk of the Notes- Where any old 
note has been retained, it is indicated by the letter ‘ J ’ 
added after it within brackets. The quotations in the 
text and the commentary to which references were 
found in the Notes in the previous edition, now appear 
separately in the Index. The Introduction is chiefly 
intended to give a general view of the teaching 
contained in the «C T k and bring out some of the 
c dinguishing features 01 the Advaita doctrine as 
taught by Sarnkara especially as compared with 
Mlmdnisd and the other schools of Vedanta. 

The Manuscripts of the original work examined for 
this edition are three. Two of them belong to the 
Government Oriental Manuscripts Library, Madras, 
md ihe readings adopted from these are marked M. 
The third is the text, as included in the Manuscript of

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;he Sdrdrtha, one of the new commentaries used. 
This is referred to as S. The MS. copy of the Candrikd 
in the Madras Library has been consulted and its 
readings, when not incorporated in the text of the 
commentary, are mentioned in the Notes and also 
marked M. The new commentaries consulted are 


four:— 


(1) Bhuva-tatlva-prokds'ikd by Citsukha for which 
see Introduction IV. This, which is an 
abridgement of Jnanottama’s commentary as 
pointed out in the Introduction, sometimes 
implies Ca ndrikd readings which are better 
than those adopted here and they are referred 
to in the Notes. 


(2) Vidyd-surabhi ■ This is found in the Madras 
Oriental Library. It is very extensive and is 
the work of Jfianamrta, disciple of Uttamamrta. 
(See Library Report for the triennium 1916-19, 
p. 34. ) 

(3) Naiskannya-siddhi-vivarana : This also is found 
in the same Library. It is shorter than (2) 
and is the work of Akhilat. 172 n, dfaciple ( 
Dasa-ratha-priya. Commentaries ( 2 / and ( 3 
were consulted wherever the text present, 
any difficulty. 

(4) Sdrdrtha: This is a comparatively recei 
commentary which Brahma-^ri Vehkatacala 
Sastryar, Dharmadhikari of the Mysore Palace 
was kind enough to lend me. Its author was orn 
Rama-dalta of Amritsar, son of Vajira-candr 
of the Vdsisfha-gotra and grandson of Srijaspat 
a near relation of Gahga-hara, who seems to hav 
been A person of note at the time when tl 
commentary was written. The Manusc'i

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appears much emendet' the emendations being 
mostly in the form of usef :1 additions. It also 
contains the text of the original work and 
where its readings are important, they have been 
either incorporated in the text or indicated in 
the foot-notes. The MS. is very carefully written 
and it may be, as its owner assures me, the 
author’s copy. The commentator is very well 
versed in the literature of Advaita, and seems to 
have written at least one other work on it. He 
has consulted other commentaries on the 
Naiskannya-siddhi including the Candrikd 
which he explicitly mentions. He generally 
follows Jnanottama in his explanations and his 
work, though somewhat elaborate, gives 
valuable information. 

I have in conclusion to express my grateful thanks 
to Prof. S. Kuppuswami Sastryar, M.A., Curator, and 
the other authorities of the Government Oriental 
Manuscripts Liabrary, Madras, for the facilities they 
gave me for consulting the MSS. and for the readiness 
with which they supplied transcripts when I wanted 
them.

which, because it is the essence of Self, is unfluctuating 
and independent. When, therefore, ignorance is 
completely dispelled, the acme of all human desire is 
reached. And since the dispersion of ignorance can 
only be effected by the acquisition of right-knowledge, 
that is the means to be used. But inasmuch as the 
subject of the ignorance of Self which is the root of 
all evil, is outside the range of such popular proof as 
perception or the like which is non-Vedic, it is clear 
that right-knowledge can be gained from Vedantic 
writings only. This treatise therefore, a compendium 
of the essence of the entire Vedanta, is now com¬ 
menced.” 

At the close of the eighth kdrikd of the first chapter 
the author introduces the ptirvapaksa , or argument 
r jn favour of the karmamdrga ,—and the objector is 
made to quote part of Jaimini’s Sfltra (1. 2. 1) namely 
3TIWFPT in support of his view. The 

refutation begins with verse 22, and occupies the rest 
l of the chapter. In the 91st section of it the author 
deals with the alleged acquiescence of Jaimini in 
the doctrine of salvation by karma , and remarks that 
if he had really held that view he would not have 
written, as he did, the first two BrahmasGtras, namely, 
ar'arat sT§rf*n?FTT I. That Jaimini should 

i thus be made the author of the Veddniadarsana is 
very curious—but it seems impossible to interpret the 
passage in any other way, and there is no variation in 
the reading of the manuscripts. 

It is scarcely necessary to allude to the fact that in 
the colophon of some MSS. the authorship of this work 
is ascribed to Samkaracfirya; for, apart from the 
testimony of the commentator, the evidence furnished 
by such passages as IV. 19, 74, and I. 6, would alone 
be enough to disprove the notion. 

The various readings, when of importance, are incor- 
f ii 
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porated in the Notes—and the references to passages 
quoted in text and commentary will be found there also. 

The manuscripts used in compiling the work are 
as under:— 


A. MS. No. 1103 of the India Office Library. Up to 
II. 88, it is written in a small but clear hand, and 
from there to the end in bolder characters. It 
contains the text only, and formed part of 
Colebrooke’s library. It is carefully corrected 
throughout. 

B . MS. No. 777 of India Office Library. Is in four 
different hands, and carefully corrected. In the 
margins, which are considerably worm-eaten, are 
numerous extracts from Jnanottama’s commentary. 
This too was in Colebrooke’s collection. 

C. A carefully written copy of a MS. in the library 
of the Maharaja of Bikanir, The text only. 

D. A Benares College manuscript kindly lent me by 
the Principal. It is beautifully written and gene¬ 
rally, accurate—but begins with I. 15 and ends 
with IV. 76. It contains the text only. 

E. A splendid MS. of text and commentary lent me 
by Mahadeo Chimnaji Apte, Esq. It was copied at 
Benares in Samvat 1775, and is almost free from 
mistakes. 

i . A good MS. of text and commentary borrowed for 
me by Arthur Venis, Esq. from a Benares Pandit.— 
Fairly accurate. 

G. A manuscript of the commentary, obtained for 
me by my friend Mr. Apte when the printing o 
the work was nearly complete. 

I cannot conclude without a word of praise for th 
press. In oriental printing, ithas no rival in this country^ 
and its Proofs are models of neatness and accuracy.

PREFACE TO SECOND EDITION 


- — - —— 

The text and commentary have been carefully 
revised, and the Notes brought up to date, for this 
edition. In 1892-94, an excellent edition of Sures- 
v'ara’s large Vdriika on the Brhaddranyakopanisadbhd- 
sya was brought out in the Anandasrama Sanskrit 
Series, and in it I have found no less than 36 of the 
karikas of the present work. Which of the two appeared 
first it is impossible to say ; but though it is not an 
uncommon thing for an author to quote from his own 
writings, yet it is not often that it is done on so large 
a scale as in this instance. 

I mentioned in the former Preface that Sure^vara 
was also known as Mandana Misra, and it is under 
this name that his Vidhiviveka ( a work on Mimamsa ) 
is now in course of publication in The Pandit, 
accompanied by Vacaspati Misra’s commentary entitled 
Nyayakanika. Let us hope that his well-known 
treatise Brahmasiddhi will also soon sec the light, 
together with Vacaspati Misra’s commentary Taitvasa - 
tniksd. We shall then have a complete set of all the 
writings of these two famous philosophers, so far as 
our present knowledge of them goes. 

That the Brahmasiddhi is a highly-esteemed com¬ 
position is evident from the fact that it is largely quoted 
by some of the best writers. I have met with references 
to it in Nydyakandall (page 218), Sridhara’s comment¬ 
ary on Prasastapada's VaisesikasCdrabhdsya; in Vivara- 
naprameyasangraha, page 224; in Ciisukhi i. 26, and 
iv. 6 (The Pandit, vol. v, page 152, and vol. vi, page 
444); in Pancapddikdvivarana, page 32; and on page 
80 of the abovementioned Nydyakauikd. 

In most of these, too, Suresvara is quoted as 
Mandana Miira; but in other works he is knov n by a 
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iird name, Vi^varQpacarya. For example, in the gloss 
on Paraiarasmrii (Bib. Ind. Series), vol. i, page 51, this 
name is coupled with a quotation from the Samband- 
havdrtika , page 34; and in Vivaranapranteyasangraha, 
page 92, it is connected with a citation from Brhaddran- 
yakavdrtika page 640. On page 49 also of Vidyaranya’s 
work two verses are ascribed to Visvarupacarya, but I 
have not been able to trace them to any of Suresvara’s 
published works. They are the following:—

Of the commentator Jnanottama very little can be 
said. He tells us in his opening verses that he lived 
in the village of Mangala, in the Chola country-that 
is, in South Iudia-and that he bore the name of his 
father’s guru. (?) On page 155 of his Index, Fitzedward 
Hall points out that the well-known author Citsukha 
Muni was a disciple of Gaudesvaracarya who was also 
named Jnanottama. Can this be the writer of the 
Candrika on the Naiskarmyasiddhi ?

INTRODUCTION 




The main purpose of this work, as indicated by 
its title, 1 is to discuss the true means to moksa 
or self-realisation. The conclusion reached is that 
jndna is the sole means and that karma, how¬ 
ever useful or necessary it may be as a preliminary 
aid, has no direct bearing upon it (i. 54, 99). In other 
words the final goal of human existence is not attained, 
according to the Advaita, until the obligation to per¬ 
form karma is wholly transcended. In establishing this 
position of naiskarmya, the main controversy, as may 
be expected, is with the niimamsaka ; but owing to 
the well-known divergence of view among the teachers 
of Vedanta, our author has to join issue with more than 
one of them also. We shall deal with these two 
phases of the controversy separately. 


I. 

Unlike the advaitin, the niimamsaka does not 
believe in the efficacy oi jndna in securing moksa. To 
understand his exact position in this respect, it is 
necessary to know what his conception of moksa is. 
Seeing that the Mlmdmsd is a direct development of early 
Vedic teaching, one might expect that the final ideal 
according to it was the attainment of svarga or supreme 
happiness hereafter, resulting from the performance of 
karntas like the jyotisfoma. Possibly such an ideal

candrika of Brahmimanda on the Advaitri-siddfU. 
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arked a stage in the history of the system, 1 but it 
seems to be nowhere upheld in the Mlmdmsd as it has 
come down to us. The ultimate aim of man according 
to the latter is not to attain svarga, but to liberate his 
self from all the accidents of empirical existence so 
that it may subsist by itself ever afterwards ( Com- on 
i. 10). The means of thus restoring the self to its true 
nature, the mimamsaka deduces from the general 
assurance of Indian thinkers that karma is the cause 
of sariisdra or bondage. When the cause is removed, 
the effect must necessarily cease to be; and abstention 
from karma , the mimamsaka thinks, should therefore 
result automatically in securing freedom from bondage 
for the self. The karmas to be abstained from, however, 
are not all; but only those of the kdmya and pralisiddha 
types, which, as accepted by all orthodox teachers 
alike, are respectively the cause of good and bad 
births. The third or niiya variety of karma, even the 
seeker after moksa should perform; for otherwise he 
will be disobeying the Vedic law enjoining them (i. 13). 
That would be equivalent to indulging in praiisiddha- 
karmas, the only difference being that while the one 
counts as a sin of commission, the other does, as one 
of omission. It is to prevent the self from becoming 
involved once again in the miseries of samsdra as a 
consequence of this sin, that even the seeker after 
moksa should engage himself in nitya-karmas. Thus 
the course of discipline laid down here is two-fold: 2 (i) 
abstention from kdmya- and pratisiddha-karmas and 
(ii) adherence to nitya-karmas. In neither case, it

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should be added, is there anything positive effected, 
the conception of moksa in the system being purely 
negative. 1 ( Com. on i. 9 ). 


Such is the purva-paksa view that comes in for 
criticism in the present work. It is not necessary to 
enter here into the details of this criticism ; we shall 
merely draw attention to the general principle 
underlying it. The advaitin does not deny that karma 
is the cause of samsara but he carries the enquiry farther 
and discovers the cause of karma itself in avidyd 
(Com. on i. 10). Freedom from bondage accordingly 
will not ensue until the removal of avidyd, which is 
the root-cause of samsara in this view and not karma. 
This alters the stand-point of the mlmdmsaka very 
much and the alteration, as we shall see, proves fatal to 
his conclusions. The course of training provided in 
the Mimamsd, as already pointed out, consists of two 
parts. Of these, the first or withdrawal from all kamya 
and pratisiddha activity—assuming that such with¬ 
drawal is at all practicable (i. 81)—cannot bring about 
moksa ; for suppressing the effect is not the same as 
suppressing the cause. Karma may cease; but its 
cause avidyd may persist.. In susupti, for instance, 
every form of conscious activity is absent; but avidyd 
yet endures. Thus inaction in itself cannot lead to 
final release as the mlmdmsaka tries to maintain. The 
second part of the training, viz. adherence to nitya- 
karmas, is equally ineffectual. These karmas are what 
are otherwise known as varndframa-dharmas. As the 
latter term signifies, they differ in the case of different 
persons, according to the place which they have a the 
social order as well as the level of moral culture 
which they have already reached. The nitya-

karmas are thus entirely relative in their 
character and though each be binding in particular 
cases, none can be regarded as universally so. 
The very idea of obligation implicit in them, 
because it has its basis in a belief in duality ( i. 96 ), 
renders them discrepant with the ideal of moksa or 
the realisation of the unity of Being after transcending 
the notion of duality. So far from being a help to 
moksa, the nitya-karmas will prove a hindrance to it ; 
for their continued practice is sure to confirm one the 
more in the belief that diversity is true. Thus action 
like inaction, is powerless to dispel avidya. If the 
removal of avidya, the pre-condition of moksa, should 
be secured, it can be only through the agency of its 
contrary, vidyd or jnana, which accordingly is the only 
logically tenable means of attaining moksa ( i. 99 ). 

The conception of moksa presupposes a belief in 
the survival of the self, which being derivable by means 
of neither Perception nor Inference—to mention only 
the more important pramdnas —has to be acquired only 
through revelation (i. 16 and 27). The revealed authority 
to which both the advaitin and the mlmdmsaka 
appeal is the same, viz. the Veda; and it may 
therefore appear somewhat surprising that they should 
differ at all in respect of the means to moksa. Of the 
several reasons that explain this difference, one may 
be mentioned here, being alluded to in the present 
work ( i. 19 ). The revelation which is alike the source 
of authority for both the disputants comes to us 
couched in language and the truth which it discloses 
is therefore such as can be conveyed through the 
medium of words. What the nature of knowledge 
which words can convey is, however, not a matter on 
which thinkers are agreed, variations of view in regard 
to the import of propositions being well known. Hence 
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arises the divergence of view referred to above. The 
question thus reduces itself largely to one of Logic— 
which by the way illustrates how revelation though 
claiming to be extra-empirical cannot be altogether so, 
since in the process of interpretation at least it has to 
be brought under the laws of human reason. 

According to one school of initndriisakas~— the 
Prdbhdkaras —all significant propositions should refer 
to some action. 1 This is not, it may be stated, the 
same as saying that every sentence should have a 
predicate ; that is merely a matter of syntax and the 
advaitin is quite prepared to grant it ( i. 97 ). What 
the mimdthsaka means is that the import of a propo¬ 
sition is a command or an injunction directly leading 
to the accomplishment of something. It is not merely 
the communication of an idea that it aims at, but 
rather the translation of that idea into action. This 
essentially pragmatic view is deduced from observ¬ 
ations of how a child learns a language. It gets at the 
meanings of individual words gradually by comparing 
and contrasting imperative sentences like gam dnaya, 
asvam dnaya, gam badhdna which are used by the old 
in their intercourse with one another. A merely 
assertive sentence, even if it should ever be used in 
practical life, does not help the child in this respect, 
for it leads to no action as its immediate result whereby 
the connection between sound and significance 
can be discovered. Since this is the natural process 
of learning a language, the meaning of every word 
comes to be associated in the child’s mind at first 
with particular actions but eventually, through the 
elimination of all incidental circumstances, with action 
in general. What is denoted by a word accordingly, if

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we do not forget the context in life in which it is used, 
is not the thing standing by itself, as w$ commonly 
imagine ; it is always the thing as related in some 
manner to action. Naturally a proposition which 
consists of such words has action as its ultimate 
significance. Being verbal in form, the entire Veda 
must also have action alone as its final import—only 
in keeping with its nature as revelation, the forms of 
activity it recommends are such as we have no means of 
knowing for ourselves. If the Veda is thus precluded 
from speaking to us about anything but action, it can 
have little, the mimamsaka thinks, to do with revealing 
the mere nature of the self, whose knowledge, 
according to the advaiiiii, is the means of securing 
moksa . 


The advaitin might acquiesce in this view were it 
recognised as only a partial representation of the fact. 
He is willing to admit that the meanings of words are 
usually learnt in the manner described above ; but 
ther are other ways of doing so which do not necessi¬ 
tate the association of the meanings with action. 
When a mother for instance, in teaching her child, 
points to an object with her hand uttering its name 
at the same time, there is no action, he says, as related 
to which the child apprehends the object. 1 Even 
supposing that the only mode of learning a language 
is the one described by the mimamsaka, it does not 
follow that the meanings of words should include a 
reference to action. For that represents only the 
manner of their first acquisition and they need not 
remain unmodified ever afterwards. We learn for 
instance what the word ‘ cow ’ means with reference 
to a particular cow at first; but as wc come to know

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ot other cows, this meaning undergoes a modification 
in our mind until it ceases to stand for the particular 
at all and becomes a symbol for the general. Similarly 
a word, though its meaning is at first learnt in relation 
to action, may, as one’s acquaintance with the language 
grows, come to denote the thing by itself unrelated to 
any action, and there may be nothing logically absurd 
in assertive propositions signifying an existent entity. 

Though this conclusion that a word may signify 
an object unrelated to action is not acceptable to the 
Prdbhdkaras, it is admitted by Kumarila; but even he 
refuses to recognise that jnana is the means revealed 
in the s'ruii for attaining moksa (i. 9). For he is of 
opinion that the dtman whose nature is set forth in the 
Veda is not otherwise unknown for its being a fit subject 
for revelation. Each pratndna has its own specific 
range of subjects ( pramdna-vyavasthd ); and nothing 
which is knowable by one pramdna needs to be known 
by another. The self being internally perceived 1 does 
not require to be revealed at all. Where its nature is set 
forth in the s'ruti , the statement should be regarded 
as merely re-presenting a familiar fact. It is not thus 
untrue; only its truth is second-hand and is therefore 
not mentioned for its own sake in the sruti, but in 
reference to what is newly 2 made known there, viz. 
sacrifice or meditation. Again to justify the injunction 
— svadhyayodhyetavyah, all Vedic teaching must be

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conceived as serving some useful purpose; but no such 
purpose can be served by a knowledge of the self—an 
existent entity. If we are taught that it is of a certain 
nature, we know that it is so; but this knowledge by 
itself cannot assist us either in avoiding evil or in 
attaining good. If it should be rendered serviceable 
at all, it should be understood in reference to what in 
the teaching of the truti has practical utility, viz. 
sacrifice or meditation. Thus though Kumarila admits 
assertive propositions as significant, he denies to them 
what may be described as independent logical status, 
so that Upanisadic statements like Tat tvam asi do 
not represent the ultimate aim of the Veda. 


The advaitin easily refutes the position thus stated. 
He also recognises pramana-vyavasthd (iii. 83-86), and 
the purposive nature of Vedic teaching; but he maintains 
that these requirements are fully satisfied in the case of 
the self, rightly conceived. It is true that we commonly 
think that we know the self; but we certainly do not 
know it in its actual nature, 1 as identical with other 
selves and as the basic fact of the universe, which is 
what the Upanisads teach. In this, its true form, it is 
neither known nor knowable through any means 
except the tsruti. It is beyond Perception, being devoid 
of ali sensible qualities, and it is likewise beyond 
Inference, for it possesses no characteristic mark (linga) 
to serve as the middle term of a syllogism (hi. 47-51) 
Inferential knowledge besides is necessarily mediate 
(iii. 57), while it is only an immediate knowledge of the 
self that, according to the Upanisads, secures moksa. 
As against the contention that knowledge of the self 
by iioelf is useless, the vedaniin holds that so far from

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useless, it represents the highest conceivable 
good; for self-realisation is the goal of all human 
endeavour. 1 There can accordingly be nothing incom¬ 
patible, he concludes, in dima-jndna being the revealed 
means to moksa. The statements that disclose this 
means are the maha-vakyas such as Tat tvam asi, and 
as one that possesses the needed mental and moral 
equipment,—discussed chiefly in Ch. I! of the present 
v/ork—ponders over their meaning, there dawns upon 
the mind the unity of spirit which instantly dispels 
avidyd. This is moksa or self-realisation as conceived 
by the advaitin, secured through jiidna as taught 
in the Upanisads and not through karma as taught in 
the purva-kanda. (i. 99 ). 

It is necessary to remember that the advaitin 
denies the utility of karma only in the final stages of 
the ideal life and does not discard it altogether. The 
nitya-karmas , 2 in particular, are assigned a very im¬ 
portant place in his scheme of discipline. These karmas, 
as already stated, are what are incumbent upon man 
in his relation to society and their chief value consists 
in the reference they involve to general well-being. 
As distinguished from kdmya-karmas which are prima¬ 
rily intended to secure the good of the individual, 
these emphasise his dependence upon his environ¬ 
ment and point out his obligations to it. They 
are accordingly very well suited to be the means of 
rationalising his first impulses and make him altruistic 
by enlarging his vision. It is true that they canno- 
help him to overcome selfishness altogether ; that help

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can be rendered only by jiidna or spiritual enlighten¬ 
ment. But their value is not the iess on that 
account, for without the preliminary moral training 
which they alone can afford, there will not be the 
needed fitness to receive that enlightenment. Their 
value, as a means of self-realisation, may not be the 
highest; but it is the next best and that is what is 
meant when they are described (i, 45-52 ) as drddu- 
pakdraka or * distantly conducive ’ to moksa. 

II 


Not all the veddntins, however, agree that jiidna 
is the sole means to self-realisation. They indeed 
grant that it is indispensable; but they are generally of 
opinion that it should be combined with karma for 
securing moksa. It is the combination of jiidna and 
karma for this purpose that is known as samuccaya. 1 
We are not concerned here with all the several schools 
of Vedanta advocating samuccaya but only with such 
as approximate, in their conception of Brahman , to 
the ideal of Samkara. The views of three such schools 
are mentioned and briefly refuted in our work and we 
shall say a few words on each of them. We shall 
ascribe the views to certain teachers, but it must not 
be taken to suggest that they were their first exponents. 
For aught we know, the views are as old as the Upa- 
nisads; and all that can be gathered from the works 
that mention these teachers is that, about the time 
of Samkara and Suresvara, those views were promi¬ 
nently associated with their names.

INTRODUCTION 


( i ) ihe first of the three views is referred to in 
the early part of the sambandhokti to i. 67 and is 
attributed in the commentary— Vidyd-surabhi— to 
Brahma-datta . * 1 This name is not altogether unfamiliar 
as that of an old veddntin , 2 but we do not know when 
Brahma-datta flourished or what works he wrote. As 
regards his views some information is available, though 
it is very meagre. One of the chief doctrines held by 
him, and indicated in the present work is that the 
Upanisads like the karma-kanda of the Veda are 
essentially injunctive in character, the injunction here 
being not about ritual, but about meditation—variously 
termed prasathkhyana , bhnvana, or npdsana. In thus 
recognising action as what is ultimately signified by 
the Upanisads, Brahma-datta falls into line with the 
nilmdthsaka and differs from the school of Samkara 
which, as we have seen, rejects that view. The central 
teaching of the Upanisads is accordingly to be found 
in injunctive statements like dtmetyevopusita , 3 to which 
assertive propositions like Tat foam asi are subsidiary 
for they only furnish the subject-matter for the uposana 
enjoined therein. It is thus not the knowledge which 
the latter statements convey that directly brings about 
final release but rather its abhyOsa or prasathkhyana 4 * * * * *

Now according to what 
is known as the yathd-kratu-nyaya, 1 which is admitted 
by all veddntins alike, a person who knows the 
form of a deity mediately can render that knowledge 
immediate by continued meditation upon it, 2 Such 
meditation, it is also believed, when persevered 
in till the end of this life, will result in a union of the 
upasaka with the deity in question. Devo bhiitvd 
devdn apyeti 3 4 What Brahma-datta means is that 
similarly in the case of rnoksa, where Brahman is the 
goal to be reached, persistent meditation upon its 
nature as revealed, though mediately, through 
the scripture, will enable one to see it directly 
and eventually i. e. } after dissociation from the 
physical body, become united with it. — Brahma veda 
brahrnaiva bhavati.* 


The necessity for samuccaya follows as a direct 
corollary from such a theory of moksa. Brahrna-datta 
like Samkara holds karma to be binding as long as 
avidyd continues or rather until Brahman is realised. 
But while according to Samkara, Upanisadic knowledge 
conveyed through statements like Tat tvam asi leads 
the qualified to Brahma- realisation at once, it will 
not do so, according to Brahmadatta, until meditation 
upon the content of that knowledge is successfully 
pursued. There is thus an interval between acqui¬ 
sition of Upanisadic knowledge and actual liberation.

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n this interval, the initiate, being yet in the realm of 
samsdra, should perform all vaidha or obligatory deeds 
(Com. on i. 67). Neglect of these would mean sin, 
entangling him in the sorrows of birth and death once 
again. Thus jnana, though necessary, is not sufficient 
and has to be* combined with karma, if moksa is to be 
attained. 


(ii) The second view is that of Mandana. It 
also is mentioned in the sambandhokti to i. 67; but 
neither the text nor any commentary on it tells us 
to whom it is to be attributed. Ananda-jnana however 
refers to Mandana as its chief exponent in his 
commentary on the Vdrtika where the view is stated in 
greater detail and criticised by Suresvara. 1 In so far 
as the criterion of Vedic interpretation is concerned, 
Mandana agrees with Brahma-datta. He also under¬ 
stands kriyd i.e., apasana here, as the final import of the 
lipanisads; and construes the assertive propositions 
as depending upon it for their eventual significance. 
Mandana also, like Brahma-datta, thinks that after 
knowing the nature of Brahman as taught in the 
Upanisads, one should meditate upon it; but he differs 
from the latter in that he makes not this meditation 
itself the means to moksa but a different type of jndna, 
distilled, so to speak, out of the meditation ( i. 67, iii. 
9). According to the view of tabda, as a pramdva, 
taken by Mandana in common with the generality of 
Indian logicians, statements like Tat tv am asi cannot 
convey precisely the kind of knowledge required to r 
the jemoval of avidyd. Being in the form of words 
they must necessarily partake of the character of all 
verbal testimony and signify what is related (sathsrs{a) 
and mediate ( paroksa ). But Brahman in truth is

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, so that the knowledge imparted by the 
Upani§ads has to be transmuted into one of the 
required kind before moksa is possible. Thus Upanisadic 
knowledge, while it marks a necessary step in the 
attainment of the goal of existence, does not directly 
lead to it but has to be followed up by a course of 
bhavand or meditative discipline. It is only at the end 
of this discipline that moksa is attained. The doctrine 
of sanutccaya follows from this, exactly as in the 
previous case. In both alike, there is an interval 
between the acquisition of Upanisadic knowledge and 
actual liberation when, the state of samsara continuing, 
the obligation to perform karma remains. 

Both these views are refuted together and briefly 
( i. 67, iii. 88-93; 123-126), and the main point of the 
refutation is in the function assigned to prasamkhyana. 
The need for meditation is admitted by practically all 
veddntins includingthe followers of Samkara (iii-125). But 
the latter are of opinion 1 that the true nature of Brahman 
is knowable directly from the Upanisads. According 
to them, the question whether verbal statements 
refer to the absolute or the related, the mediate or the 
immediate, depends entirely on the prameya? Because 
Brahman , the unrelated Absolute, is at bottom one with 
our immediate self, propositions like Tat tvam asi can 
well be the means of imparting an immediate knowledge 
of it just as it is. Upanisadic knowledge does not there¬ 
fore stand in need of any assistance from prasathkhydna 
to do this. But not all are well qualified to grasp 
this teaching; and in the case of such, prasamkhydna 
serves as the means of securing the necessary quali¬ 
fication. It is thus only a contributory id to the right 
apprehension of the meaning of the mahd-vdkya. The

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p which it renders may be compared to that rendered 
in seeing, for example, by the direction of the eye, 
the avoidance of things interfering with the present¬ 
ation of the object etc.,—in one word, the removal of 
counteracting factors (Com. on i.67 and iii.90). But the 
pramana itself—whether an indriya or sabda— needs 
no direct assistance whatever in revealing the prameya , 
which it does, the moment conditions become favour¬ 
able. That is its distinctive character which if it lacks, 
it ceases to be a pramana at all (iii. 86). Prasamkhydna 
is thus an indirect aid and precedes 1 dtma-jndna 
instead of succeeding it, as in the two views we are 
examining. For Mandana and Brahma-datta hold in 
one form or another (iii. 9 and 81) that the Upanisads 
by themselves cannot introduce us to the true nature 
of Brahman , but merely furnish a tentative conception 
of it and persuade us to discover its actual nature for 
ourselves. It is in this discovery that prasamkhydna 
becomes essential. It thus leads to knowledge which 
the scripture fails to give and so becomes as good 
as a pramana. To attach such logical value to 
prasamkhydna, Suresvara says, is as absurd as to 
make the eye, the organ of taste ( iii. 117 ).2 

( iii) *. he third view (i. 68-78) is of much greater 
impor .ance than the other two and is fairly well-known 
as that of Bhartr-prapanca, who, we know from Ananda- 
jriana, wrote a commentary on the Mddhyandina 
version of the Brhaddranyaka-upanisad.

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are plentiful in old vedanlic works, specially in the 
several bhasyas of Sarhkara and the Vdriika of Suresvara. 1 
Though like Samkara, Bhartr-prapanca also upholds a 
monistic ideal, his conception^ of ultimate Reality 
differs essentially from that of Samkara. His doctrine 
is variously described as bhedahheda-vada, dvaitadvai- 
ta-vdda> anekanta-vada ( Com. on i. 68, 69 and 77 ). A 
clear and succinct account of it is given by Sarhkara 
himself in his commentary on the Brhaddranyakopa- 
nisad ( V- i ) 2 . To judge from this as well as from 
statements of the same found elsewhere, 3 Bhartr-pra- 
pahca’s conception of ultimate Reality is that of a 
unity in diversity. As Brahman , it is one; but as the 
universe it is diverse, just as a tree or an ocean as such 
is one; but is many as root, branch, leaves or waves, 
foam etc. Bhartr-prapanca’s Absolute may thus be 
compared to Samkara's sagtina-brahman which also is 
a unity including all existent variety. To use a modern 
expression, Bhartr-prapanca seems to have believed 
in the * concrete universal ’ as distinguished from the 
nirguna-brahman of Samkara. 4 

From a theory of the Absolute like this, one might 
easily deduce the doctrine of samuccaya. Sarhkara also, 
vve have seen, recognises that karma is binding upon 
all who believe in the validity of diversity. Since in 
Bhartr-prapanca's view, this belief is never to be 
discarded, diversity being as real as unity, karma 
remains obligatory always. But a mere adherence to

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karma means the recognition of only diversity and not 
also the unity underlying it. For realising the latter, 
which is what the common man misses, jiidna is 
essential, so that ntoksa is attained only by a combin¬ 
ation of both. The ideal is thus neither to perform one's 
duty blindly, nor to rest in jiidna as sufficient in itself, 
but to do one’s duty with a realisation of its full 
significance. Though karma is a common feature of 
the nmkta and the mumuksti , the motive inspiring it 
in the two cases is totally different. 1 

SureSvara’s refutation of this view again is brief 
and is based chiefly upon the self-discrepancy of the 
conception of Brahman as a unity of differences. It 
would carry us too far to discuss the question on the 
metaphysical side. We may merely remark that it is 
rather significant that this view of the Absolute, which 
obtains so much currency in the West now', and 
which was once held in India also, should have been 
practically superseded by the ideal of Samkara. Sure- 
iSvara’s argument against it amounts to this—that bheda 
and abheda, dvaita and advaita are so opposed 
in their nature that a compromise between them is 
unthinkable ( i. 78 ). Even if we grant that there is 
no self-contradiction in the conception, it will lead us, 
Sure^vara adds, to chaos in the end (i. 74 ). For the 
seeker after ntoksa, when he has achieved his purpose 
and realised his oneness with all, will have to engage 
himself in all ft'.annas irrespective of the particular 
circumstances with reference to which they are pre¬ 
scribed. There is also the old difficulty, pointed out 
in connection with the mimdmsaka position, of associ¬ 
ating any obligation or endeavour with a person

III 

So far we have treated only of the special theme 
of the work. Though styled Naiskarmya-siddhi, the 
work may well be described as a compendium of 
advaita philosophy, for it touches upon all the 
salient features of that system. The author himself 
describes it as such in one place. 1 In this, its general 
aspect, it may be compared to two other works—one 
by his teacher and the other by his pupil-the Upadesa- 
sahasri of Samkara and the Samksepa-sdriraka of 
Sarvajnatman. They all aim at giving a brief and 
connected account of the Advaita doctrine and, as may 
be expected, contain many common ideas, argu¬ 
ments and turns of expression. In this trilogy we have 
altogether a unique means for judging the position of 
this doctrine at a very important stage in its growth. 
Of these, the Upadcia-sahasri is perhaps somewhat 
difficult and the Samksepa-sdriraka , somewhat elaborate- 
but the present work is simple and clear and forms an 
excellent introduction to Samkara’s system. The book 
consists partly of verse and partly of prose. The verses 
when read by themselves, it will be seen, constitute 
a complete and connected whole. It seems that this 
was the portion originally composed, and the prose 
was only subsequently added. This is indicated by 
certain expressions which occurring both in the prose 
and the verse are tautological 2 and it is also vouched

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or by more than one commentator. 1 The prose part 
known as the sambandhokti generally serves as a useful 
annotation, but also often supplements the information 
contained in the metrical portion of the work. 3 


The style is quite charming and the author handles 
philosophic arguments with equal ease whether it be 
in verse or prose. There are, however, two defects 
of a minor character which we may notice in passing. 
The first is a repetition of thoughts and arguments 
which gives an appearance of a lack of arrangement 
in the work; but really it does not affect the clarity of 
the exposition at all. The author himself is conscious 
of this repetition and makes a reference to it in one 
place ( iii. 23 ) from which we know that it is due to 
his anxiety to make himself clearly understood. The 
same feature characterises his other works also; and in 
the Vartikci he alludes to it again in his characteristi¬ 
cally frank way. 3 The other defect is the rather lar- e 
number of un-Paninean forms he uses. Even in the 
present work, which is comparatively short, there are 
more than a dozen of them. 4 In the Vartika they are 
naturally more numerous. 6 These are no doubt to be 
ascribed largely to exigencies of metre in which he 
mostly writes ; but they are not always so, for they

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occur in the prose parts 1 also and in the verses where 
the corresponding correct forms would be equally 
suitable . 2 When we take this feature into consider¬ 
ation along with the easy command which our author 
has over the language and the general purity of his 
style, we should, it seems, attribute it to his habit of 
writing in Sanskrit with the freedom and confidence 
of a master using a living idiom. 


The work corroborates part of the tradition that is 
current about its author—for example, that he was a 
disciple of £amkara (iv.74 and 76) and that he composed 
this work in obedience to the wishes of his guru (i- 3). 
From the nature of the subject set to him for treat¬ 
ment by the guru , we might also conclude that 
Suresvara was once a mimamsaka and from certain 
references in the work ( e. g- iv. 74 ) which appear 
to be appeals made to critics, we might also think 
that some of his contemporaries, as related by tradition, 
questioned his competence to expound the Advaita 
doctrine because they doubted the sincerity and the 
strength of his new convictions. But in one important, 
respect—the identity of Suresvara and Mand an a—this 
work upsets the common tradition altogether. This is 
clear from the former's criticism, mentioned above, of 
a view which, on the authority of Xnanda-jn&na, we 
have ascribed to Mandana. The divergence between 
the two thinkers is not to be established from 
this single instance only. There are also other 
doctrinal differences for which a reference may be 
made to two Notes by the present writer in the 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, London, for April 
and December 1923.

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It is necessary now to add a few words about the 
commentary, Candrikd, which is printed here. It is 
written in a clear and simple style and appears to be one 
of the earliest commentaries on our work. It explains 
just the points that the student might seek information 
about and never dilates upon any topic unnecessarily.

He should also have been deeply learned in the other 
systems of Indian philosophy for he is described in the 
prefatory stanzas as a sakala-dars ana-par a-drdva and 
the title of mahopadhydya is prefixed to his name i c 
the colophon to the last chapter.

culars we know about him from the work are that 
was named Jnanottama after his father's guru and „ 
he resided at Mahgala, which is described as a ' Un¬ 
known place in the Cola country in the South. v"^ho 
this Jnanottama was or when he flourished 5 n °t 
known.

The 
well-known writer on Advaita, Citsukha refers to a 
Jnanottama as his teacher in his Tattva-pradipikaf but 
it is difficult to say, from the evidence available, 
whether this Jnanottama was the same as either of the 
two we have just metioned or some other. There is 
one circumstance, however, which indicates that 
Citsukha, was later than the author of the Caudrikd , 
though not his pupil. We have a brief commentary on 
the Naiskarmya-siddhi known as Bhava-tattva-prakasikd 
which is ascribed to Citsukha. A copy of it is found in 
the Madras Oriental Library and an examination of its 
transcript has disclosed that it is the same as the 
Candrikd , with a number of discussions and alternative 
explanations left out and with verbal alterations of a 
minor character made here and there. The new matter 
in it is not considerable and it is generally of little value.

as indeed, is indicated by the expression 
piirvdcdrya-vaconugd occurring in one of the 
introductory stanzas. 2 Now Citsukha is referred to 
by Vedanta-desika (1350 A. D.) 3 , and cannot therefore 
be later than the early part of the fourteenth century 
A. D- If our surmise that the author of the Candrikd 
was prior is right, the latest date that can be assigned 
to him is 1300 A. D. He may be much older, if he 
is not the same as Jnanottama, the teacher of 
Citsukha.

The sambandhokti seems to ascribe 
the authorship of the Veddnta-Sutras to 
Jaimini; but it is hardly likely that it is 
the meaning intended by the author. 
The topic discussed in this section,— 
whether imparting a knowledge of 
karma is the sole aim of the Veda,— 
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is almost a commonplace of 
advaitic works (see e. g. Samksepa- 
sdrlraka i. 294), but nowhere is there 
so much as a hint that the authors 
of the Mimamsa- and the Veddnta-sutras 
were identical. Again none of the 
four commentaries consulted for this 
edition gives any support to such a 
view. On the other hand, they all take 
for granted that the two works are by 
different authors. There is also direct 
contemporaneous evidence to show 
that during Suresvara’s time, as later, 
the Vddnta-sutras were ascribed to 
Badarayana ( Vide e. g. Panca-padika 
p. 33). It would not therefore be 
right to conclude on the strength of 
this passage alone, whatever its syn¬ 
tactical significance, that Suresvara 
regarded Jaimini as the author of the 
Veddnta-sutras. It would be far better 
to assume that when he wrote the 
passage, our author was thinking more 
of the harmony between these two 
pre-eminently orthodox systems than 
the difference in their authorship. 
The difference was not material to 
him, inasmuch as he looked upon the 
two s'astras as equally based upon 
Revelation,-each representing in its own 
sphere the true teaching of the Veda.
